Hoard, gover­ 
nor of the state of Wisconsin, in conformity 
with this most fitting custom and the procla­ 
mation of the president of the United fetates* 
do appoint Thursday, November 28th, 1889, as a 
day of thanksgiving. 
I furthermore recommend that on that day 
the people of Wiecontin abstain from all labor 
and give thanks to Almighty God, by appropri­ 
ate exercises in their places of worship and 
their homes, for the abundant mercies which 
we have received at His hands in the past year. 
In testimony whereof, 11 ave hereunto set my 
hand and caused the Great Seal 
of the State of Wisconsin to be 
affixed. Done at the capitol, in 
[Great Seal] Madison, this 7th day of Novem­ 
ber, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred 
and 
eighty-nine.

A GOOD PROM ISE. 
Governor-Elect Boies, of Iowa, tolls 
the Chicago Times correspondent that 
“ so long as he is governor the people can 
be assured of one of two things—either 
a high license as pledged in the demo­ 
cratic platform or else its prohibitory 
law of the present time. 
He would in 
no case sanction a license fee of less than 


$ 5 0 0 , and there woald be no demand for 
anything less. 
The $500 must go into 
the oonnty treasury as provided in the 
platform, and snob a law could be framed 
which woald be constitutional notw ith­ 
standing the claims to the contrary.” 
A good promise from Mr. Boles is bet­ 
ter than nothing; but it will strike an ob­ 
serving man that Mr. Boies will have a 
rongh time of it it he faithfully tries to 
make his party stick to its pledge for 
high license, or to strictly enforce the 
present prohibition law. The high li­ 
cense pledge in the democratic platform 
was a shrewd feature [of the demo­ 
or ati campaign 
in 
Iowa, 
and 
it 
worked well. B u tin New York, New 
Jersey, Ohio, and other states, the dem­ 
ocrats are pronounced against even high 
license and against stricter laws than 
now exist in theee states regarding the 
liquor traffic. 
The sentiment of the 
party is opposed to much legal interfer­ 
ence with the sale of liquor; and if Mri 
Boies of Iowa, vigorously attempts to 
steer his party in a different channel than 
it wants to go, be will have a bard time 
of it. 
B ut it is hoped, cf course, thai the 
democratic governor will succeed in 
making his premise good. Whether the 
state administration is democrats or re­ 
publican , it shonld be a good one. The 
pledges of the party should be kept in­ 
violate. 
If the prohibitory law is one 
impossible to enforce, then it should be 
repealed, for it is nothing less than a 
humiliation and a shame to have a dead 
law on the statute books. 
While on this subject of the non en­ 
forcement of prohibition, it may be well 
for the Gazette to quote a few lines from 
Evangelist Moody, end what he says in 
regard to Illinois, it seems will now ap­ 
ply to Iowa. 
Je st before closing his 
meetings at Rockford be said:—” I be­ 
lieve that a prohibitory law woald be a 
failure in this state as matters stand. 
We have rn this state the gieat city of 
Chicago. Prohibition would be a fail­ 
ure there. Then why foist a failure of 
law upon the state ? We mask look aft 
these matters from [a 
oommon-sense 
standpoint. Taking that kind of a view 
we conolade that prohibition is a good 
thing, and wherever it can be secured 
those who love law and order and their 
fellow-men should stand for it. We also 
conclude that where there is not snffi- 
oient sentiment to uphold a prohibitory 
law it means that it will be a dead law if 
passed, and we had better have no law 
than to have a dead one. No, I believe 
in prohibition. I believe in it for a state 
wh ere the sentiment c xists. For a stake 
like Illinois I believe in looal option, as 
th at will give prchibition in the locali­ 
ties where the sentiment is ripe.” 


when it is made by machinery by stove 
manufacturers, it will be sold at half the 
price. It will save enormously in’fuel. 
A full meal for dozen persons can be 
cooked at the expense of two cent’s 
worth of oil.

the ordinary stove. A year ago Mr. A t­ 
kinson exhibited his stove, or bi* cooker 
and oven, in Boston. This year he ex­ 
hibited it after the meeting of the public 
health association in Brooklyn. 
In the 
November nnmbar of the Popular Sci­ 
ence Monthly he gives a brief descrip­ 
tion of its work and the reasons for its 
invention. It may be said here that it is 
not patented and is not designed to make 
a fortune for the inventor. 
Mr. Atkinson is an enthusiast m every­ 
thing he undertakes, which is a very 
commenable thing. 
But bis wholesale 
condemnation cf tie present cooking 
stoves and ranges cannot be enppoitod 
by oommon experience. As an illustra­ 
tion he rays: 
“ Substantially all the 
modern coc king stoves and ranges are 
wasteful and more or less unsuitable for 
use; all the ordinary methods cf quick 
baking, roasting and boiling are bad; 
and almost the whole of the coal or oil 
u :ed in cooking is wasted. 
Nine-ttntbs 
of the time devoted to watching the pro­ 
cess of cooking is wasted; and the heat 
and 
discomfort 
of 
the 
kitchen 
are 
evidences 
of 
worse 
than 
waste. 
The 
warming 
of 
the 
room with the apparatus used for cook­ 
ing is a costly method. No fuel which 
cannot be wholly consumed is fit to use 
in cooking. Nothing cooked in'.the or 
dinary stove or range can be properly 
cooked 
Of course, some of these statements are 
wild bat not wilder than many state neats 
Mr. Atkinson makes on all Bach questions 
But, however, he has invented what be 
calls 
tho 
“ Aladdin*’ 
stove 
whioh 
he 
claims 
will 
cook 
an 
entire meal with no more heat 
than is furnished by an ordinary kero­ 
sene lamp. The name Aladdin, accented 
on the seoond syllable, lad, is taken from 
a character in “ Arabian Nights’ ” Enter­ 
tainments, who became possessed of a 
wonderful lamp. If the Aladdin is suoh 
a wonderful stove, Mr. Atkinson shonld 
secure a patent for it, and place the 
mannfaotnre of the cookers within the 
reach of everybody. 
If they ’now cotfc 
only $ 2 5 when made by hand, they osn 
be eold for mach less price when made 
by the process used in other stove foun­ 
dries. Mr, Atkinson’s invention will do 
no special good unless be so orders 
things that the common people, for 
whom the stove is designed, can buy 
them.

WOMEN IN CONVENTION. 


OPENING OF 
MEETING 
THE W. C. T. 
AT CHICAGO. 
U. 


H undreds of 
D eleg a tes G athered—The 
P o litica l Q uestions th a t H ave 
A g ita ted th e Union. 


Mr. Charles W. Felker, the noted 
democratic lawyer, of Oshkosh, for a long 
time the editor of the Oshkosh Times, 
democratic, wrote to the Milwanke 
Sentinel,concerning the Bennett law. 
In the article are these four.'paragrephs: 
"The Bennett law is most timely and 
judicious and ought to be enforced. It 
discriminates against no school, pre­ 
scribes no language, interferes with no 
religions belief, inhibits no course of 
instruction. B at it rightfully demands 
that the children of tho country shall be 
taught the language of the country. 
"This is a matter of public and not 
merely of private concern. For it is an 
historical trnth that if communities of 
people are permitted to live in kutter ig­ 
norance of the language of the govern­ 
ment that protects them and affords them 
homes, they will have no love of coun­ 
try, no reverence for its laws, no respect 
for its Hag. And it is for this reason 
that the German government has taken 
vigorous measures to oompel the people 
of Alsace and Lorraine to learn tb6 na­ 
tional language of that empire. 
Th* 
people of this state have not forgotten 
that the draft riots took place in the 
chosen heme of the Protestant Lutheran 
and German Oatholic parochial schools 
and rn localities where the English lan­ 
guage was, and is, almost an unknown 
tongue. 
“ It is simply common lying to say 
that the Bennett law is hostile to private 
or parochial schools. And yet this is 
the staple argument of those who oppose 
this statute. 
Such gross misrepresenta­ 
tion will deceive no cee who take the 
least pains to inform himself. 
“ I put it to the people of Wisconsin, 
whether foreign or to the manor born, if 
it is not reasonable and just that the chil­ 
dren of the nation should be taught the 
language of the nation.” 


C h ica g o , Nov. 9 .—Tho sixteenth annual 
convention of 
the 
National 
Women’s 
Christian Temperance 
Union assembled 
at Battery D Friday. 
It is comprised of 
about 400 accredited and visiting dele­ 
gates, the four general officers from each 
State and Territory, one delegate-at-large 
and one for evory 500 members of a union 
or $ j0 paid into the National treasury 
from the several States. 
There are about 
forty from the different departments who 
have votes without election, and there are 
many visitors from adjoining States. 
The afternoon was devoted to the ap­ 
pointment of committees and delivery of 
addresses. 
The meeting in the evening was a joint \ 
welcome to the delegates and an ovation 
to President Frances E. Willard, tho fre­ 
quent mention of whoso name by tho 
several speakers was the occasion of pro­ 
longed applause and 
the Chautauqua 
salute, 
waving handkerchiefs 
by 
all 
standing. 
The South, too, through its 
representatives in two speakers, was re­ 
peatedly ch sered. 
The battery was full of delegates and 
visitors, not only the body of the hall and 
galleries, but the available spaces in the 
corners and the aisles. 
The opening exer­ 
cises of song and prayer were conducted 
by Mrs. 
L. D. Carharfc of Iowa, after 
which Mrs. Louise S. Rounds, president of 
the Illinois union, and Mrs. Matilda B. 
Carso, president of tho Chicago union, 
formally welcomed tho 
visitors. 
Rev. 
Herrick Johnson, who spoke more at 
length, extended a general welcome on be­ 
half of tho city and church. 
Miss E. Frances Griffin, of Alabama, 
who was received with groat enthusiasm, 
said woman was tho enigma man had 
nevor solved until she gave him the solu­ 
tion herself. 
“ Miss Willard has done in 
the South,” she said, “ what Grant, Sher­ 
man and Butler could not do; conquered 
the women.” 
Mrs. S. F. Chapin, of South Carolina, 
was received with similar en th usiasm, 
She spoko of the disappearance of sec­ 
tionalism. 
Miss Julia E. Wilson, of Min­ 
nesota, amused the audience with a poem, 
read during a collection, (and Miss Frances 
Willard then delivered her annual ad­ 
dress.

While no 
authentic reports have boen received con­ 
cerning the loss of life, reports have come 
from inland that several Mexican herders 
have been frozen on the Leon. 
Telegrams 
from Grande report that Martin, a cow­ 
boy who was employed with others in 
holding herd cattle at that point, has been 
frozen. 
His horse gave out, leaving him 
on the prairie, eight miles from the nearest 
house. 
This he tried to reach, but was 
overcome and frozen after walking only a 
short distance. 
He belonged in Raton, 
N. M. 
The depth of the snow cannot be correct­ 
ly estimated. 
A snow plow pushed by 
four engines was stopped by drifts two 
miles north of town, and only after eight 
hours of shoveling was released. 
The 
trainmen report much difficulty experi­ 
enced in different cuts, which in some 
places are completely filled with doad cat­ 
tle and sheep. 
The loss of stock is very 
large. 
Old cowmen say that with tho 
present depth of snow stock will be unable 
to live any length of time and unless the 
weather moderates and the crust which 
has formed on the snow loosens the mor­ 
tality among cattle will be tremendous. 
Several cowboys 
who drifted oT with 
herds have not been heard from. 


Drafted Snow in Texas.

years is on the ground now. 
It is six

the worst snow storm that has over visited 
the panhandle.

details of a fierce snowstorm that has 
raged there. 
Snow, hail, and sleet fell so 
thick and were driven so fiercely by the 
wind that in many places people did not 
even dare to venture e*en out of doors. 
The trains are somewhat delayed, though 
none have been abandoned.

M r. Edward Atkinson, while he has 
given economic questions much careful 
study, is largely a theorist. He likes to 
write to please tho common people, cr 
rather to show how cheaply a family 
with ordinary means, can live and live 
well on half the money the average of 
suoh families live. 
For instance, hence 
wrote a ten ts cf articles on domestic 
oaonomy sn whit h he claimed that a me­ 
chanic or a clerk, with a family of three 
or four, could live comfortably on from 
four to five dollars per week, not includ­ 
ing be ase rent. 
Inspired by the spirit 
rf 
th#lo aiticks. Ferae families in 
Bt bion tiled Mr. Atkinson's bill of fare, 
bat found that there was too much dif­ 
ference between the theory on paper and 
the practice in the home, and the plan 
was abandoned. 
It is well to ftate that 
Mr. Atkinson did not try bis own bill of 
fare. 
But Mr. Atkinson's reputation as 
practical man may be appreciated by en 
invention or a discovery of bis. He 
has | fanned a stove for cooking purposes 
which promises to revolutionize the bea­ 
r e s s of cooking. 
The description of 
the steve as we find it in the Milwaukee 
8 mtincl is this:

The speaker was heart 
and soul in the Sunday closing movement. 
She finds much encouragement in the 
fact that the wageworkers do not oppose 
the Sunday prohibition law, and says that 
the only opposition to it comes 
fro m 
saloon keepers and ward sneak thieves of 
the ballot box. 
In speaking of the political attitude of 
tho union Miss Willard was very emphatic 
in claiming that the organization is non­ 
sectarian and non-partisan. 
Her idea is 
that tho workers in the cause should lend 
their aid to any political party that will 
incorporate a prohibition plank in its 
platform. 
But there is only one party 
that has made prohibition a National is­ 
sue—that is the Prohibition party, which, 
on that account, is entitled to the unstint­ 
ed support and indorsement of the union 
in a National campaign. 
At the same 
time local unions are at liberty to pass re­ 
solutions counter to that adopted by the 
State and National unions. 
But, though 
they are at liberty to do so, Miss Willard 
evidently does not approve of their avail­ 
ing themselves of this liberty. 
The address is also very vigorous In its 
denunciation of high license and of the 
faint-hearted temperance people who have 
rallied to its support. 
It is characterized 
as a successful method of raising revenue 
from vice and as a life-insurance policy on 
the saloon. 
The address favors woman 
suffrage and goes at great length into the 
discussion of tho social evil, which it would 
have stamped out of existence by severe 
repressive measures. 
In this connection 
the subject of marriage and divorce is 
touched upon and the office of the white 
cross and white shield stated thus: 
“Marriage as a sacrament versus m ar­ 
riage as a resource; 
motherhood &9 tho 
highest of professions, rather than as an 
estate almost wholly removed from the 
e xercise of free will, is the problem that 
lies at tho root of a question with whose 
flowers and fruits this department has 
been thus far mainly preoccupied. 
Moth­ 
er’s meetings have’multiplied in the last 
year, and untold good is growing out of 
them. 
If the local Woman’s Christian 
Temperance union holds no other sort of 
meetings, I do most earnestly plead that 
tho mothers may gather in prayerful 
council at least twelve times a year. 
This 
department has provided a plan of study 
and furnished necessary literature. ' ’ 
Objection is made to the champagne and 
whisky hospitality extended to the p a n - 
Americans, though the objects of the con­ 
gress are approved.

New Y ork, Nov. 9.—Bradstreot’s State 
Df Trade says: 
“ Special telegrams re­ 
port the continuance of 
unfavorable 
weather in the central and southwestern 
Mississippi valley States, ' and a slightly 
decreased movement of general trade in 
the staples at most points, although it is 
noted that the volum still exceeds that at 
a corresponding time in 1888. 
An excep­ 
tion is noted at Omaha, where cold weath- 
sr has stimulated 
a seasonable 
busi­ 
ness. 
The stocks 
of available 
wheat 
in the United States east of the Rocky 
mountains Nov. 2, 
as reported, 
aggre­ 
gated 46,947,000 bushels, against 26,764,- 
000 bushels Sept. 28, 1889, and as com­ 
pared with 44,618,OOO bushels Nov. 1, 1888. 
The 
totals, including both coasts are 
50,317,000 bushels, against 36,248,000 a 
month ago and 50,454,000 bushels a year 
ago. 
Wheat stocks thus exceed those of 
the like date last yoar for the first time in 
1889. 
Iron and steel remain qbiet and 
strong, with an upward tendency as to 
prices. 
Makers refuse orders for forward deliv­ 
ery at current rates. 
Steel rails are very 
strong with orders for 60,000 tons in 
sight. 
Domestic sizes of anthracite are 
quiet and furuace sizes are more active. 
Business failures reported number 248 in 
the United States this week, against 251 
last week and 177 this week last year. 
The total of failures in the United States 
from Jan. I to date is 9,631, against 8,471 
ip 1888.

Their Resting Place Only a Quarter of a 
Mile from Where the Corpse 
Was Hidden. 


In the Mqrder Trial Strong Evidence Is 
Given Against O’Sullivan, Cough­ 
lin, and Kunze. 


C hicago, N ov. 9 .—Dr. Cronin’s clothing 
and surgical instruments have been found. 
They were discovered Friday afternoon in 
a sewer in Lake View. 
Mrs. T. T. Conk­ 
lin and others have fully identified them. 
About 3 o’clock Friday afternoon Lieut. 
Koch, of the Sheffield avenue police sta­ 
tion, notified Chief of Police Hubbard that 
some clothing and surgical instruments 
had been found in his district. 
Supt. H ub­ 
bard ordered the articles to'be brought to 
his office. 
An hour later the [Lake View 
patrol wagon arrived a t 'tho City Hall, 
and tho mass of slimy clothing and surgi­ 
cal cases were carried intol Chief Hub­ 
bard’s private office. 
Mrs. Conkling bad 
been sent for in the meantime, and she 
reached the office shortly aftor tho cloth - 
ing was brought in. 
It was almost impossible to identify any 
article of clothing. 
They were covered 
with slime from lying so long in the sewer, 
and a sickening stench arose from the 
mass. 
But there was no mistaking the 
surgical case. 
A small leather pocket-caso filled w ith 
instruments was the first article Mrs. 
Conklin identified. 
This inscription is on 
it: 


rrDI(T you yourself ever have a conversa­ 
tion prior to this with Mr. O’S ullivan'” 
‘‘Yes, iu tho police station at Lake View. 
I asked him then if he belonged to any 
societies. 
He told me he belonged to a 
mixed assembly of the Knights of Labor 
and to a lodge of the I. O. F. 
‘To any 
other?’ I asked. 
He said: 
‘No.’ 
Then I 
came at him plump: 
‘Do you belong to 
the Clau-na-Gael?’ 
He said so: 
‘No, ho 
wasn’t.’ 
I warned him that this would go 
further, but he denied that he belonged to 
any other societies than the ones named. ” 
Officer Edward Hedrick of the East 
Chicago avenue station, the man who 
fetched the shutter from the Carlson cot­ 
tage to where Caph Schuttler sawed off 
the lower part, was called to identify the 
piece of green painted wo5d, which he did 
with positiveness. 
William Nehman, who began to keep a 
saloon May 3 at the corner of School 
street and Ashland avenue, testified to 
seeing 
Patrick 
O’Sullivan 
that day. 
O’Sullivan came inln tho morning to ask 
his patronage, and in the evening he 
bought a cigar. 
“ Did you see P. O'Sullivan the next 
day, May 4?” 
“ Yes, sir. 
At about IO or ll o’clock at 
night ho came in and got a drink.” 
W hat time did they go away?”

Mrs. Conklin had seen the case hun­ 
dreds of times, but even if she had never 
seen it the inscription showed that it be­ 
longed to tho dead doctor. 
Bettor evi­ 
dence than that could not be obtained. 
Two prescription blanks found among 
the clothing were filled out, and the w rit­ 
ing, though somewhat obliterated, could 
be read without any difficulty. 
Both of 
the proscriptions were signed “ Cronin.” 
Mrs. Conklin recognized the doctor’s sig­ 
nature. 
One of the prescriptions wa3 to 
have been filled a t Cowan’s drug store, 
No. 465 North Clark street, and the other 
a t F. 
B. 
Schneider’s, 
No. 311 
North 
avenue. 
A silver hypodermic case, 
filled with 
needles, was in as good a state of preserva­ 
tion os on May 4. 
It was fully identified 
as Dr. Cronin’s. 
A black valise, containing surgical in­ 
struments, 
was covered with mud and 
Mrs. Conklin was unable to say whether it 
belonged to the doctor or not. 
But there 
is no doubt of it. 
She identified a small 
box, however, containing copper splints. 
The box is finished in cherry and is about 
12 inches long by 8 inches in depth. 
A 
handle is on the lid, but the hinges had 
become detached, and when opened the 
lid came off. 
There was an assortment of 
splints in tho box, of various sizes; also a 
dictionary containing English, German, 
French and Italian medical terms. 
A black sloutch hat, which Mrs. Conk­ 
lin fully identified as Dr. Cronin’s, was 
about the only article of clothing she 
could positively say belonged to him. t The 
Coat, trousers, shirt, 
collar and under­ 
wear were all found intact, but they wore 
In a state almost beyond recognition, 
owing to the filth upon them. 
There is no doubt, however, but th a t 
evgry article belonged to the dead doctor 
and was taken from his body, and proba­ 
bly a t the Carlson cottage. 
Nobody will 
question that. 
The mass of stuff was found with the 
frame of a large Bachel around it, and it 
looks as if the articles had been inclosed in 
a cheap valise and that the sides of it had 
rotted away. 
In this connection it will be remembered 
th at J. B. Simonds, the man who nought 
the furniture at Revell’s asked Salesman 
Hatfield for “a large, cheap valise.” The 
valise was sent over to the Clark street 
flat, and from there it was taken to the 
Carlson cottage by Martenson, the express­ 
man. 
I t was shown by Mr. Hatfield that the 
valise was a cheap pasteboard affair, 
Only the frame of it was found clinging 
to the clothes and instruments, and p art of 
the slime on the clothing is undoubtedly 
its sides which had rotted away. 
A fter a 
partial examination of the 
clothing and instruments the outfit was 
taken to the State’s attorney’s office. 
A t the State’s attorney's office Mrs. 
Conklin examined the clothing more care­ 
fully, and although she could not positively 
identify the coat or trousers, 
sho was 
satisfied in her own mind that they 
be­ 
longed to the late Dr. Cronin. One signifi­ 
cant fact about the discovery of the cloth­ 
ing is th at the shoes or stockings were 
not found. 
The finding of Dr. Cronin’s clothes and 
surgical instruments was an accident, and 
not the result of a deliberate search. 
This 
was the case in the finding of the body. 
As a sanitary measure two men were put 
a t work some days ago flushing the Lake 
View sewers. All went well for some time, 
until the water began to rise in one of the 
manholes on Evanston avenne, about a 
quarter of a mile south of where the trunk 
was found the day after the murder. 
An 
examination of the manhole was made by 
Michael Reese and Mr. Gilbert, the two 
men employed nearest to it. 
The result 
was th at the articles described 
above 
were discovered and turned over to the 
police. 
The workmen naturally enough 
came to the conclusion that they had 
found Dr. Cronin’s clothing and instru­ 
ments, and upon investigation this turned 
out to be true. 
Later in the day Joseph 
Turner, another 
workmen for the city, 
found Dr. Cronin’s socks and a tin box of 
plasters further down the sewer near the 
lake. 
It is believed th at the shoes have 
been flooded out into the lake. 
Among 
the clothing found is a pair of blue en­ 
ameled sleeve buttons which Mrs. Conk­ 
ling also identified. 
The articles found will be used in the 
trial. 
Most of the garments, 
especially 
the trousers, are cut open, sho wing that 
they were hurriedly cut from the bleeding 
body of the slain doctor. 
Upon second 
examination, and after the filth was re­ 
moved, it was apparent that they were 
soaked in human blood.

Coughlin and Kunze Seen with O’Sullivan 
on the Fatal Night. 
C hicago, Nov. 9.—Capt. Schuttler was 
again put on the stand in the Cronin trial 
and had brought with him the p art of the 
green window-blind of the Carlson cottage 
which bore the finger prints in yellow 
paint. 
“ Capt. Schuttler, were you present at 
the conversation between Capt. Schaak 
and Patrick O’Sullivan about the contract 
with Dr. Cronin?” 
•'Yes, sir, I took part In it. 
He said ne 
went down with Justice Mahoney to Dr. 
Cronin’s office-V ’ 
“ W ithout going into detail, what did 
C a p t Schaak say to O’Sullivan about the 
nnmber of accidents he had?” 
“ The captain asked him if he ever had 
any accidents. 
O’Sullivan said he bad 
not. 
Then the captain asked him what 
doctor he employed. 
He answered: 
‘A 
Dr. Williams, who lives on Lincoln avenue.’ 
Then the doctor asked him how much he 
paid for doctor bills and drug bills during 
the year. 
O’Sullivan said that his drug 
bill and doctor bill together amounted 
to $15 or $18 the whole year through?” 
“ W hat, if anything, did he say, about 
telephoning, to Coughlin?” 
“ He said Coughlin had telephoned him 
about ice. 
Then the captain asked him if 
he had hadn’t telephoned to Coughlin. At 
first O’Sullivan said he thought not, but 
afterw ard said yes he had; that be had 
called up Coughlin to tell him about a 
man named Kunze and a horse. ” 
“ ©id the captain ask nim if he belonged 
to the so-called Clan-na-Qael?” 
“ Yes, and O’Sullivan said he djd not. 
Then he asked the Iceman if he didn’t be­ 
long to the I. N. B.” 
•‘He said he did. 
C apt Schaack asked 
him if he ever went to a meeting of the 
W ashington Literary society. 
O’Sullivan 
said th at he did, but that he wouldn’t give 
the names of the ten or twelve men who

I washed up the glasses and shut 
it was l l o’clock then.” 
This

contradicting 
O’Sullivan’s declaration that hejwasn’fc out 
of the house tho night of May 4. 
“ Was anybody with him?” 
“ Yes. 
There was one tall man, light 
complexion, with a mustache. 
There was 
a little man with them who stood by the 
door while the other two went farther to ­ 
ward the far end of the bar.” 
“ Do you observe those two men in court 
now?” 
There was a long pause. 
“ Well, I wouldn’t swear that they were 
the men,” he said, hesitatingly. 
The strain was intense. 
Coughlin’s eyes 
glared at the witness from under beetling 
brows. Kunze was still pale with a corpse’s 
pallor. 
“ Does the tall man resemble the one you 
saw with O’Sullivan that night?” 
“ I wouldn’t swear it was Mr. Cough­ 
lin,” said the witness, “for I saw him only 
once. 
But be looks ju st like him .’’ 
Pressed for his judgm ent he said: 
“ Ac­ 
cording to my best judgment, I think Dan 
Coughlin is the tall m an.” 
“About tho smaller man, di I he speak 
with an accent?” 
“ Yes, he said hardly anything, but I 
could see ne was not an American. ’ ’ 
“ W hat was his accent’” 
“ He spoke plain Anglish.” 
“ Oh, he spoke plain English,” said For­ 
rest, loudly. 
“ Yes, but be spoke as 
a German 
would,” testified Nehman. 
“ W hat did O’Sullivan and the tall man 
do?” 
“ They stood about two feet from the 
bar, with their heads as close together as 
they could get. 
I couldn’t hear a word of 
what they said.

“ Do you in your opinion see the little 
man in this court-room?” 
“ A pause, in which Nehman’s eyes were 
upon Kunze, and tho little German’s upon 
tho witness. 
“ I wouldn’t swear to it, but my judg­ 
ment is that John Kunze is the little man 
I saw there that night.” 
“ Take the witness,” and the hush that 
filled the court room w as broken 
as the 
long tension of breath held back was re­ 
laxed. 
Andrew J. Mort, a printer, was the first 
witness called at the afternoon session. 
In 
the month of A pril he was in the employ of 
R. T. Stanton, publisher of the Lake View 
Record. 
He printed the cards for O’Sui 
livan, the iceman. 
The f job was started 
April 26 and the next day O’Sullivan 
callod to see if the cards were ready. 
They had not all been printed and O’Sulli­ 
van carried away a dozen or fifteen in his 
pocket. 
He was not very anxious about 
the balance. 
Mr. Niemann, recalled, said no ono else 
was in his saloon when O’Sullivan and the 
two men called on the night of May 4, 
and during the timo they were there no 
one else came in. 
Paul Hoegg, desk sergeant a t 
the 
Chicago avenue station, testified that he 
delivered two telephone messages to Dan 
Coughlin during the month of April. 
The 
last one m ight have been the 1st or ?d of 
May. 
“ W hat did you tell Coughlin when you 
delivered the messages?” 
“ I told him that Mr, O’Sullivan callod 
him up from Lake View and wanted to 
see him at his house. 
He said: 
‘All 
rignt; that’s O’Sullivan, the iceman.’ ” 
Robert Montgomery, desk sergeant a t 
tho Chicago avenue station, hoard Cough­ 
lin telephone several times during tho 
months of March and April to a man 
named O’Sullivan. 
Officer Kalvelage who cut the flooring 
from the bedroom in the Carlson cottage 
June I, 
identified the boards. 
On the 
boards are footprints, as though made by 
a naked foot in fresh paint. 
Alfred K ettner, 
a watchmaker, 
has 
known Dan Coughlin for four or five 
years. 
On the 'mi of May Mr. Kettner 
left home about 4 o’clock to deliver some 
work. 
He is positive that it was May 4. 
“ I will ask you if you saw Dan Cough­ 
lin on the 4th of May?” 
“ Yes, sir; I saw him on Lincoln avenue 
a couple of houses from North Ashland 
avenue. 
He was walking south with a 
man much smaller than him. 
I was on a 
street car, and when I saw Coughlin I 
saluted him and he saluted me.” 
“ How was Coughlin dressed?” 
“ He had on a Prince Albert coat 
The 
small man with him wore some kind of a 
short ja c k e t 
I used to know Coughlin’s 
partner, Lowenstein, and I thought the 
man with him was his new partner. 
I 
noticed his face and he had a small black 
mustache.” 
“ How do you know it was the 4th of 
May?” queried Mr. Forrest. 
“ I got two watches to repair th at day 
and the entry was made in my book.” 
Joseph Hunkier, a Lake View police­ 
man, was traveling the beat in the vicinity 
of the Carlson cottage on the night of 
May 12. 
About 12:30 o’clock he was 
walking along North Ashland avenue and 
saw two men loitering around the corner 
of Roscoe street, about IOO feet from tho 
cottage. 
He ordered them away. Thin 
he passed on by the cottage and saw a 
light burning inside. 
Twenty minutes 
later ho met Officer Robinson and they 
passed the Carlson cottage abont I o’clock. 
There was no light in the cottage then and 
the two men on the corner had disap­ 
peared. 
Officer Robinson corroborated Hnnkler 
and said It was a stormy, rainy hight. 
Court then adjourned.

W ork Discovered N ear Minneapolis. 
Minneapololib, Minn., Nov. 9.—Thurs­ 
day night a hunter named James Delaney, 
discovered a human hand protruding from 
the earth on the shore of Lake Johanna, 
six miles from the city. 
He notified the 
police, and the coroner, accompanied by 
Delaney, went to the spot and found the 
body of a man about 30 years of age, 
evidently an Irishman disemboweled and 
horribly mutilated. 
The top of the skull 
had been sawed off. There was evidence of 
scalp wounds. 
The left arm was badly 
fractured, and two of the upper right ribs 
were crushed in.

the body was dumped was a small hatchet 
rusted as if by blood-stams.

He escaped from the Men­ 
dota insane asylum on last Tuesday af­ 
ternoon, and has not been re-oaptnred. 
Many people supposed Baumgarter dead 
as the lest report, from the prison at 
Wanpna in relation to him, were to the 
effect that he had but a short time to 
live, that he was insane, and was hardly 
able to help himself. 
It appears, however, that about two 
years ago he was quietly removed from 
the pnson at Waupun and taken {to the 
Mendota insane ’asylum for treatmentt 
where be has been kept with other pa­ 
tients. 
Last Tuesday afternoon Baumgarter 
with a number of patients, was taken 
oat for the regular exercise walk. The 
route was through a grove, tho groan I 
being thickly covered with fresh fallen 
eaves. Baumgarter took advantage of 
place and circumstances, and [et a mo­ 
ment when the attendants were off their 
gaard, he hastily oovered himself up 
with leaves, and remained quietly under 
this covering until all had returned to 
the asylum, when he made good bn es­ 
cape. He was not missed until some lime 
afterwards. A thorough search of the 
buildings aud grounds was at once made 
but not a trace of tho escaped murderer 
coaid be found. Parties were at once 
sent out to scour the surrounding coun­ 
try, bat up to this time Baumgarter bas 
succeeded in eluding the officers, and 
his capture is now considered doubtful, 
he haying such a start of tie searchers. 
A representative of the Gazette tele­ 
phoned to Mendota this noon to obtain 
I foil details, and from Dr. Taylor it was 
learned that everything was being done 
sight, the congregated company content­ 
ed themselves with congratulating the 
clever compositions of the capable cater­ 
ers.

Baumgarter was quietly 
taken from the Rock county jail on a 
Sunday night in October, 1879, by Dep­ 
uty Sheriff John F. Drake, and hurried­ 
ly driven over to Elkhorn, to escape the 
fury of mob, who, in a moment after 
leaving, ear rounded that institution and 
demanded that Sheriff Comstock deliver 
the murderer into their hands. Officer 
Drake finally took the prisoner to Mon­ 
roe, Green oounty. the mob meantime 
keeping watch of his movements. On 


the night of October 15tb, 1879, at ten 
o’olook, the prisoner was taken before 
Judge Conger, who had opened court at 
that unseemly hour to foil the plans of 
the mob and save the prisoner from vio­ 
lence. Banmgerter pleaded guilty to 
the charge of murder, was sentenced to 
Waupun for life, and on the same night 
Sheriff Drake started for tbo prison and 
fthns eluded the lynchers, lauding bis 
prisoner safe in Waupun. 
His escape will revive all the horrible 
details of the butchery committed in 
murdering 
the 
little 
boy 
Sandy 
White, and will tend to 
strenth- 
en 
the 
arguments 
in 
favor 
of 
oapital punishment. The Gazette will 
not now re-print the sickening details of 
the butchery, but with many law abid­ 
ing citizens sincerely believes that so­ 
ciety would be better served bad the 
prisoner fallen into the bands of the mob 
on that memorable Sunday night than to 
have bim again at large in any commun­ 
ity, It is to be hoped that he will be 
captured, aud returned to Waupuu where 
he rightly and lawfully belongs. He will 
hardly venture down tbis way.

The expensive experience of 
Mr. 
Thomas Berry, of Wayne oounly, Mich., 
will, if heeded, prove a obeap lesson to 
farmers who think they are obtaining 
cheap insurance by giving notes to mu 
taal insurance companies. 
Mr. Berry 
gave the mutual company three prom­ 
issory notes, whioh were called “ under­ 
takings.’’ These undertakings were as 
Hollows: 
One was $30.00, and was credited 
with $22.50. The second was tor $6.00, 
and was credited with $4.50. The third 
was for $3,00, and was credited with $2.- 
25. The balance of the undertakings 
which Mr. Berry owed the oompany 
amonnted to $0.75, and he supposed 
that more than that amount could not be 
collected from him, for his policy con­ 
tained a clause whioh provided that: 
"The extent of the liabilities of the 
members of the company shall not ex­ 
ceed the amount of undertaking given 
for premium on risk.” 
In September, 1881, Messrs. I. Blitz A 
S)P, who were members of the company 
met with a loss by fire, in the sam of 
$4,586 50. This loss caused the company, 
to be placed in the hands of a receiver. 
Fcr the purpose of paying I. Blitz & 


Sod , and all other indebtedness of the 
company, including the reoei ver’s salary 
aud expenses, Mr. Russell, the receiver, 
proceeded to levy an assessment on the 
members, according to the amount of the 
insurance held by each 
of 
them, 
and 
although 
Mr. 
Berry’s 
“ nn- 
deitaking” 
amonnted 
in 
all 
to 
only 
$30.00 
of 
which 
he bad 
paid $29.25, be was assessed for $91.00. 
This amonnt he refused to pay, and Mr. 
Russell, the receiver, sued him in the 
oircuit court of Wayne county, and a 
judgment of $91.00and costs was ren­ 
dered against Mr. Berry, who appealed 
the case to the supreme court, and en­ 
deavored to sustain his ease by showing 
that in bis application and undertakings 
be promised to pay whatever assetsmenta 
the directors should, from time to time, 
declare to be required, but never ;in ex­ 
cess of the amount of the undertakings; 
be referred also to the agreement in the 
policy that be should not be beld liable 
for a sam in excess of the undertaking 
given for the premium. 
Bat these 
seemingly well taken points did not 
avail him, and the judgment of the 
Wayne connty oircnit court was affirmed 
with costs, all the justices of the supreme 
court agreeing to the decision, wbiob 
may be found in full in the January, 
1881, number of the Law Journal. 
I 
The Argus, in its December, 1883 
number, commenting on the decision of 
the supreme court, says: 
Tbo decision is evidently a just and 
most righteous one, end disposes finely 
of the whole question. 
Undoubtedly 
the liabilities under a policy of a mutual 
lire insurance oompany is limited only 
by tho indebtedness of the said company, 
and persons who choose to be foolish 
enough to embark in such insurance 
must have continually before their eyes 
the fact that whether or not their liabil­ 
ity is limited by any article either in the 
by-laws or the policy itself of a mutual 
company, it certainly remains true that 
they must pay in case of disaster all the 
losses, as well as all the expenses inci­ 
dent to winding ap their insurers in the 
courts. 
This is certainly good law, and deals a 
blow at mutual ^.companies whioh they 
cannot well survive; for let it be thor­ 
oughly known that such is the law, will 
individuals want insurance which re­ 
quires them ic turn to insare the com - 
pany to an amount whioh may, in case of 
a supreme disaster, take the very prop­ 
erty iteelf to pay the loss? 
We thiuk 
not. 
Of course, as long as this decision is 
kept from tho general knowledge of the 
people, there will be mutual companies 
who may beguile their members into the 
belief that their liability may be limited 
by Borne method similar to the above, 
hut we fancy that when it becomes gen' 
erally known that nothing oan so limit 
this liability, there will not be many to 
invest in mutual insurance.
